Every person in 
tile audience licid his lircath wlien 
the jury filed in and on licing inter- 
rogated liy the court, announced tli at 
a verdict liiul been reached. Henry 
Delaney alone of all tint audience 
seemed to maintain the solid com- 
posure that has all along marked his 
appearance. Before the verdict was 
rend, Judge Givens cautioned tliosi 
present against making any demon 
stratioD citlier favorulile or unfavor- 
able. 

Then amid a deathlike stillness the 
verdict was hande.l to the clerk who 
read, “We of the jury find the within 
named defendant, lleury Delaney, 
not guilty.” 

Not until then did Henry Delaney’s 
couutenaucochanafe^ He smiled and 
turned to grasp tlie hands of his at- 
torneys wliich were held out in con- 
gratulations. Two or three friends 
now came up and shook hands with 
the late defendani:. The auJiance 
filed out and the great ease was fin- 
ished, For four years courts and 
juries had liaeu at work trying con- 
vict or acquit the dufeudaut. 

When the news spread through the 
city many opinions were heard. In 
the main they were unfavorable to 
Delaney. Hardly a man who talked 
at all, but expressed regret that he 
had been set free. Delaney remain- 
ed in town until noon mingling with 
tiic citizens and for tlie first time in 
four years breathing the unmixed air 
of freedom. At 12 o’clock he went 
to his home in Sturgis.

Last .‘'atiirday night James T. Ad- 
ams went fo the residence of Justice 
of the Peace J. W. Mabry, of the 
Dycusburg precinct, and saiil: “1 am 
charged with killing niy wife; I have 
come to surrender myself to you; I 
want a trial and an opportunity to 
prove myself innocent of this charge.” 
The officer took him into custoily and 
kept him under guard until Tuesday, 
when he was brought to town and 
lodged in jail. 

Prior to Feb. 16 Ailams lived with 
his wife and two children, the oldest 
child being about two years of age, 
in a small house on the farm of Jack 
Riley, near Emmaus church. On the 
night of Feb. 16 Mrs. Adams died 
very suddenly, no one but the hus- 
band and babies being with her at the 
time of her death. According to the 
statement of bis neighbors he tells 
conflicting st'iries of the details of her 
death. One statement is that they 
had retired to bed, when the wife got 
up to warm, and while sitting in front 
of the Are she fell dead. He rushed 
to her and placed her ou the bed and 
went for the neighbors. Another sto- 
ry is that she was at work about the 
bouse, when she fell backward aud 
expired. When some of the neighbor 
women arrived, a short time after her 
death, they found the dean bo<Iy upon 
the bed, and some evidence of foul 
play. Several persons state that her 
throat wasiiruised aud the flesh was 
black; her knees were bruised ami the 
skin knocked off of them. One wit- 
ness says: “I got there in about two 
hours; -all I saw was that her throat 
was bruised and her knees were skin- 
ned. Her husband asked me, after 
we had dressed the body, if wo found 
any bruises’ on her person.” Another 
lady states: “That she assisted i.i pre- 
paring the body for burial; that she 
found black marks ou Mrs. Adams’ 
throat, and that her kn<es were 
skinned in places about half as large 
at her baud; the place on her knees 
looked as though it had been recently 
done.”

was lying on her deathbed. 



She had 

nursed iter sister through her fatal ill- 
ness, bad imbibed tho poison and fol- 
lowed her iu tho April of 1843. 

The poem called “Memories," to 
which Whittier attributed a special sig- 
nificance, was written during Corue 
lia’s last illness. He thinks of hor ns 
■till bright and living, aud when in 
1888 ho desired the pcKou to bo placed 
at tho head of his “Subjective” verse, 
Ills heart was still true to her, but gave 
no token that he knew hers bad ceased 
to beat 

After Cornelia’s death her paper.: 
passed into tbo hands of the only sur 
viving member of her family, Charles 
James Russ, who died in 18U1. At that 
time her private letters came into the 
hands of his widow, wlio destroyed most 
of them, but kept from pure love of tho 
poet the prooions pages in which Whit- 
tier had offered himself to hor kinswo- 
man. I have not myself rend tho letter, 
which is still iu existence, but one who 
has read it, the present possessor, writes 
mo as follows; “The letter was shurt, 
simple and manly, as yon wonld know. 
Be evidently expected to call next day 
and learn hii fata " Another who has 
seen the letter writes; “It was somewhat 
■tiff — such a letter os a shy (jnaker lad 
wonld be likely to write, for that be 
was in spite of his genina He begged 
her, if she felt unable to return his af- 
fection, to keep his secret, for be said, 
*By respect and affection for you aro so 
great that I oonld not survive tho mor- 
tification, if your refusal were known. ’ ’’ 

Cornelia Russ was songbt in marriage 
by several distinguished persons, but 
■he died unmarried, and she kept Whit- 
tier’s secret His poem suggests that the 
stem creed of Calvin held them apart — 
a thing very likely to happen in Con- 
neotient half a century ago, but if he 
had known that she had changed her 
early connections for the more liberal 
assooiations of tho Cbnroh of England 
he wonld have seen yet more distinctly 
that “shadow of himself in her," of 
which the poem speaks. 

Those who are familiar with ‘’Mem- 
ories’’ will recall the “hazel eyes" 
and “light brown hair" which it com- 
memorates, and fancy perhaps that there 
is somo mistake. It is not likuly that 
Whittier forgot tbo color of Cornelia’s 
ayes or hair. In somo effusive moment 
he had shown tbo poem to Janios T. 
Field and Edwin P. Whijiple. In 1850, 
when Cornelia bad been dead eight 
years, they wished to publish it, and he 
was very relnotant. He bad not out- 
grown his early passion, and before it 
was printed nudoubtodly ohnugod a few 
descriptive words to soroon tho troth, it 
may be from Cornelia burself. She nev- 
er saw it, bat I think bo died believing
